MIRACLE GOLD CARD 


Miracle Systems of the U.K. have announced and delivered the first shipments of their new 
SUPER interface. The GOLD CARD fits entirely within the QL's expansion port and uses 
CMOS technology throughout, resulting in very low heat generation. 


The MEAT of the GOLD CARD is a 16 megahertz 16 bit 68000 processor which accesses 
its own 16 bit zero wait state RAM. Miracle claims between 3 to 4 times the speed of a QL 
without the GOLD CARD. 


The GOLD CARD contains a real time clock with battery, and 2 MEGS of memory, as well 
as a disk drive interface and Toolkit I]. The GOLD CARD can access up to 3 drives of any 
combination (720K -1.44 Mbyte - 3.2 Mbyte)

testing his new acquisition, he has reported that his QL with GOLD CARD and Conqueror 
ver. 1.16 ran "QUICKEN" a PC financial program, faster than his AMSTRAD PC. Rob 
would like to establish contact with QL users who use their machines for business 
applications. 


The cost of the GOLD CARD is 330 Pounds Sterling delivered outside the U.K., Miracle 
is OFFERING TRADE-IN allowances on TRUMP CARDS, EXPANDERAMS, and 
DISK CARDS. 


QL KEYBOARD 90 INTERFACE 


Juergen Falkenberg of COMPUTER TECHNIK has launched, and is delivering his new 
KEYBOARD INTERFACE. We believe it to be the BEST ever designed for the QL. 


They offer two versions, the FIRST fits internally inside the QL. You remove the 8049 
chip from its socket, fit the interface board to the empty socket, then replace the 8049 in the 
new socket, the cable is then fed out the QL’s expansion slot. 


The SECOND version is external, you must still remove the 8049 chip, but connect a new 
socket with ribbon cable to the empty socket, then place the 8049 into the new socket. The 
ribbon cable is then fed out over the ROM slot of the QL where it connects to a small black 
box containing the interface. 


The greatest advantage of the KEYBOARD 90 INTERFACE, in addition to the feel of a 
regular keyboard, is that you can connect ANY PC style keyboard to the QL. If the 
keyboard becomes worn out, it can be easily replaced with a wide selection of available 
keyboards. I know of a variety of keyboards being used with this interface (PC/XT - 
PC/AT) (84 keys thru 102 keys).

RUMORS !! RUMORS !! 


Rumors are flying wildly in the U.K., It has been said that QUANTA is in negotiations 
with REBEL ELECTRONICS to take over the REBEL HARD DISK INTERFACE design. 
It has been suggested that it would be offered as a kit, and as a fully assembled version. 
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Rumor also has it that MIRACLE SYSTEMS, the folks that brought us the TRUMP 
CARD and the new GOLD CARD, are secretly working on a GRAPHICS CARD for the 


QL. 
QL ADVANCEMENT WORKING GROUP 


A new International QL Group is forming headquartered in the U.K.,the name of this 
group is QLAW. It is the brainchild of Dr. Sohail S. Bhatti. DR. Bhatti is a well respected 
member of the QL community, and a frequent contributor to QUANTA and its famous 
LIBRARY. 


Dr. Bhatti explains that he has tried without success, to convince the QUANTA committee, 
to spend some of its wealth in self-preservation: to coordinate and underwrite a mega- 
superQL project. 


The goal of QLAW is to create a superQL, in a form that will appeal to a majority of current 
users, be relatively cheap, support hardware suitable for the 90's, be expandable, and run 
all current QL software while avoiding Amstrads copyright restrictions (the Minerva ROM 
already meets the last aim). 


As a means of achieving the above stated goals, the group will pool the skills and resources 
of its members. In order to raise the capital necessary for such development it will levy a 
(voluntary) subscription fee. There are presently many designs, hardware prototypes, and 
software packages, that are lying undeveloped or incomplete. QLAW would seek to locate, 
complete, evaluate, and if appropriate, bring them to the marketplace. All OL users stand to 
benefit from this effort. 


By producing an overall design strategy, QLAW would hope to set common goals and 
hardware standards that all software and peripheral devices could be developed to. Dr. 
Bhatti states,there is already wide support both within QUANTA and among current 
suppliers. 


Those of us who DO NOT want to see QDOS die, now have a vehicle and opportunity to 
support future development of the QL. The subscription fee is 10 Pounds Sterling, or the 
equivalent (at current exchange rates the cost would be $ 17.50. Enclosed is a copy of the 
QLAW questionnaire, even if you decide not to join, please fill in the questionnaire and 
mail it to QLAW. 


MINERVA ROM UPGRADE 


QVIEW has announced the latest version of its popular ROM upgrade. Version 1.89 
represents a significant advancement over earlier versions, it now incorporates a 
REALTIME CLOCK with buffer, and a I2C BUS INTERFACE to reach the outside 
world. The new price is 65 Pounds Sterling, with a 5 Pound discount for QUANTA 
members. 


QVIEW has also stated that TF SERVICES in the U.K. will now handle SALES, 
SERVICE, and INQUIRES for the MINERVA ROM, allowing QVIEW to concentrate on 
future development. A number of 1.89's have been ordered in North America. We hope to 
bring you a HANDS-ON review in the next issue.

ORDERING FROM OVERSEAS 


A few methods learned over the years, help make ordering hardware and software from 
overseas fairly simple. FIRST of all, the MAJOR suppliers in the U.K. accept CREDIT 
CARDS. SECOND, those that don't, including the GERMAN and ITALIAN suppliers 
require payment in their currency. 


There are many ways of paying in the required foreign currency, we will list a few: 


Members of AAA can buy Traveler's Checks from an AAA office for about 1 cent 
above the exchange rate. 


You can purchase Traveler's Checks from most banks in almost any currency. You 
use them just like personel checks. 


You can purchase a Bank Draft in the currency you require. This is the most 
expensive method. The cost for a Bank Draft ranges between $ 10 to $ 20 depending on 
the bank. 


Our preferred method is to buy the currency from a Commercial Bank, then send 
the currency by AIRMAIL, using a new postal service called RECORDED DELIVERY 
with a return card showing delivery overseas, signed by someone at the company. The cost 
for this service has averaged about $ 3.95. We have never lost a dime using this method, 
but at the same time its necessary to say that we have always known the people we were 
buying from.

CONVERSATION WITH JOCHEN MERZ 


In a recent conversation with JOCHEN MERZ of Germany, he extolled the virtues of a 
NEW program named "QDESIGN". He stated that QDESIGN handles screens up to 2880 
x 2880 pixels in two or four colors (dependent on memory size). Screens from the Atari 
ST, Professional Publisher, Page Designer 2, and Art + may be loaded into QDESIGN. 


There is a preview option of the entire page with three zoom sizes, and for the first time on 
the QL, VECTORFONTS that may be modified in more than "1 billion ways". QDESIGN 
has been tested on all available ROM versions including Minerva. As it runs under the 
WINDOW MANAGER, it is QIMI Mouse compatible. 


We expect to receive QDESIGN soon, and hope to bring you a review in our next issue. 
The cost for QDESIGN is 118 DM and is available NOW. 


Jochen also announced, the improved QIMI Mouse Interface with RealTime Clock, and a 
second version without the RealTime Clock. The improvment lies in the shorter pins on the 
new QIMI, allowing it to seat properly to the QL motherboard. 


The reason for two versions is that the NEW GOLD CARD and the NEW MINERVA 
already contain RT Clocks and you only need ONE clock. The cost of the QIMI with RT 
Clock is: 118 DM, the cost of the QIMI without RT Clock is: 101 DM.
